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10 circulate, and render as diſfuſive as poſſible, 
the Proclamation of the Sovereign is, no doubt, 
the duty of every good ſubject. Stimulated by 
this ſentiment, the Publiſher, who has, upon all 
occaſions, been emulous to evince his loyalty, 
embraces this opportunity to ſerve his King and 
Country, by offering the Royal Proclamation of 
the 21ſt. of May, in the ſhape of a Pamphlet;

Tnus was the buſineſs ſtifled, until the appear- 
ance of the French Revolution; which begat fear 
in the M- n- ſt- y, and inquiry in the people 
which begat Paine's Right's of Man — which be- 
gat the Conſtitutional Society at Mancheſter æ 
which begat his Majeſty's Proclamation—which

to ſpread the conflragation it was intended to 
tmother.

Wurnzas divers wicked and ſeditious writings 
have been printed, publiſned, and induſtriouſſy 
diſperſed, tending to excite tumult and diſorder, 
by endeavouring to raiſe groundleſs jealouſies and 
diſcontents in the minds of our faithful and lov- 
ing ſubjects, reſpecting the laws and happy con- 
ſtitution of Government, civil and religious, eſta- 
bliſned in this kingdom; and endeavouring to 
vilify and bring into contempt the wiſe and 
wholeſome proviſions made at the time of the glo- 
rious Revolution, and, fince ſtrengthened and con- 
firmed by ſubſequent laws for the preſervation, 
and ſecurity of the rights and liberties of our 
faithful and loving ſubjects: And whereas divers 
writings have alſo been printed, publiſhed, and 
induſtriouſly diſperſed, recommending the ſaid 
wicked and ſeditious publications to the attention 
of all our faithful and loving ſubjects: And 
3 whereas 
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whereas we have alſo reaſon to believe that cor- 
reſpondencies have been entered into with ſun- 
dry perſons in foreign parts, with a view to for- 
ward the criminal and wicked. purpoſes above 
mentioned. And whereas the wealth, happineſs, 
and proſperity of this kingdom do, under divine 
providence, chiefly depend upon a due ſubmiſſion 
to the laws, a juſt confidence in the integrity and 
wiſdom of Parliament, and a continuance of that 
zealous attachment to the Government and Con- 
ſtitution of the Kingdom, which has ever prevail- 
ed in the minds of the people thereof; and where- 
as there is nothing which we ſo earneſtly defire 
as to ſecure the public peace and proſperity, and 
to preſerve to all our loving ſubjects the full en- 
joyment of their rights and liberties, both reli. 
gious and civil: We, therefore, being reſolved, 
as far as in us lies, to repreſs the wicked and ſe- 
ditious practiſes aforeſaid, and to deter all perfons 
from following fo pernicious an example, have 
thought fit, by the advice of our Privy Council, 
to iſſue this our Royal Proclamation, ſolemnly 
warning all our loving ſubjects, as they tender 
their own happineſs, and that of their poſterity, 
to guard againſt all ſuch attempts, which aim at 
the ſubverſion of all regular government within 
this kingdom, and which are inconliftent with 
the peace and order of ſociety ; and earneftly ex- 


horting them at all times, and to the utmoſt of

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their power, to avoid and diſcourage all proceed- 
ings, tending to produce riots and tumults; and 
we do ſtrictly charge and command all our magiſ- 
trates in and throughout our kingdom of Great 
Britain, that they do make diligent inquiry in 
order to diſcover the authors and printers of ſuch 
wicked and ſeditious writings as aforeſaid, and all 


others who ſhall diſperſe the ſame: And we do 


further charge and command all our Sheriffs, Juſ- 
tices of the Peace, chief magiſtrates 1n our cities, 
boroughs and corporations, and all other our of- 
ficers and magiſtrates throughout our kingdom of 
Great Britain, that they do, in their ſeveral and 
reſpective ſtations, take the moſt immediate and 
effectual care to ſuppreſs and prevent all riots, tu- 
mults, and other diſorders, which may be at- 
tempted to be raiſed or made by any perſon or 
perſons, which, on whatever pretext they may 
be grounded, are not only contrary to law, but 
dangerous to the moſt important intereſts of this 
kingdom: And we do further require and com- 
mand all and every our Magiſtrates aforeſaid, that 
they do, from time to time, tranſmit to one of 
our principal Secretaries of State, due and full in- 
formation of ſuch perſons as ſhall be found offen- 
ding as aforeſaid, or in any degree aiding or abet- 
ting therein ; it being our determination, for the 
preſervation of the peace and happineſs of our 
faithful and loving ſubjects, to carry the laws 
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vigorouſly into execution againſt ſuch offenders 
as aforeſaid.
